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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: the above claims and proposed declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 
were discussed in view of the above prior art references that were used in the 35 USC 103(a) rejections, and it was 
determined that Richard does all measurements while casting (pouring) is stopped, not during the pouring step. All 4 
issues in the "Arguments to be Presented" section were addressed (see attached Interview Request Form), Proposed 
amendments were discussed to reduce "intended use" language for independent (apparatus) claim 22. Other issues 
(specification and claim objections and potential 35 USC 112 rejections) were also discussed. Examples of 
parameters to be measured were also discussed and are in the declaration (section 10). Proposed claim language for 
independent claims 12 and 22 that distinctly set forth a dynamic measuring during a pouring process were discussed. 
The applicant will likely file a response to the final rejection by the 3 month deadline of 10/9/07..
